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Aruba Tourism Authority (ATA) 
reflects on fi rst 6 months as 
independent entity

ORANJESTAD — During a re¬ 
cent press conference, CEO of 
ATA, Mrs. Ronella Tjin Asjoe 
- Croes, and her administrative 
team, CMO Sanju Luidens - 
Daryanani and CFO Dylan 
Calister, presented a summary 
of the figures for the past six 
months of 2011 as well as an 
update of the development of 
the new ATA during the past 
six months. 

As of January this year, 
ATA began operating as a new 
entity. They affirmed that they 
will put emphasis on distribut¬ 
ing all relevant information re¬ 
garding our tourism to all 
stakeholders and to the com¬ 
munity in general. They are 
cognizant of the obligation as 
a public independent entity to 
maintain transparency. As 
such, they have sent numerous 
info memos out, have organ¬ 
ized various press conferences, 
and have made public the fig¬ 
ures relative to visitor statis¬ 
tics. The reports for the months 
of January to March have been 
circulated and the April and 
May reports are forthcoming. 

These reports contain infor¬ 
mation regarding number of 


visitors, hotel results 
of member hotels, up¬ 
date of activities of 
each Caribbean region 
where ATA have in¬ 
vested. 

Minister Oduber, is 
intent on having ATA 
focus on, first of all, 
improving the income 
we receive from each 
visitor, in other words, 
to improve on the 
quality of visitors 
coming to Aruba 
while at the same time 
to continue working 
on the quantity of vis¬ 
itors. 

We should also be 
stimulating visitor ar¬ 
rivals especially in 
those low months as 
we seek to diversify 
the market with attracting new 
airlifts. 

ATA’s main roll now is to 
focus primarily on marketing 
and promotion. This focus is 
geared especially towards at¬ 
tracting top quality visitors, 
which is what Aruba wants. 

One concern that ATA has 
is that crucial information 
needed to measure the quality 
of our visitors and the progres¬ 
sion on this area is not readily 
available to ATA. 

They refer specifically to 
the “Average Daily Expendi¬ 
ture” (ADE) which comes 
from CBS but which is not 
current and up to date. They 
are in the hopes of receiving 
this information as soon as 
possible. In the mean time they 
are measuring the quality of 
our tourists based on the ADR 
& RevPar which comes from 
AHATA. 

ATA is completely satisfied 
with the results over the past 
months. They are complying 
with the objectives regarding 
amount of visitors, quality of 
visitors, diversification and air¬ 
lift. 

During the first four and a

half months ATA dedicated a 
great deal of time and attention 
to their personnel who had a 
very difficult decision to 
make...remain with ATA or 
not. 

According to Ronella Tjin 
Asjoe-Croes, one other impor¬ 
tant step taken in the past six 
months was the appointment 
of a Supervisory Board con¬ 
sisting of Jossy Lacle, Juni 
Croes, Myma Jansen, Ed Mal¬ 
one, Ewald Biemans, Jim Hep- 
pie and Warren Stanley. ATA 
now meets twice monthly with 
this Supervisory Board. 

ATA has finalized; and the 
Board has approved their mar¬ 
keting plan and the 2011 
budget, giving them the au¬ 
thority to move ahead as of the 
start of the year. The Board 
also reviewed the Business 
Plan to ensure that this is in 
keeping with the reality. Now 
they are bending over the set 
up of an administrative process 
for ATA and other projects to 
make certain that everything 
runs smoothly and soundly. 

ATA as an independent en¬ 
tity is able to manage more re¬ 
sponsibly and punctual with 
flexibility. They can also move 
ahead rapidly with decisions 
and so doing not lose impor¬ 
tant opportunities in the vari¬ 
ous markets. 


WEB regrets declaration 
by Chamber President 



ORANJESTAD - Manage¬ 
ment of WEB decided to 
react to expressions made by 
the Aruba Chamber of Com¬ 
merce President in the July 
4th edition of the BON DIA 
daily. Mr. Jamal Khan, 
Chamber President made 
several strong remarks with 
respect to WEB’s intention to 
raise the tariffs on water and 
electricity. According to 
Khan, says WEB, the water 
company has been taking the 
“people for a ride” for many 
years and that he supports the 
move to stop the proposed 
tariff increase. WEB reports 
that Khan obviously does not 
have all the information on 
the matter, and they lament 
the fact that Khan did not 
take the time to verify his in¬ 
formation prior to making his 
declaration. WEB is of the 
opinion that an institution 
such as the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce should have all the 
correct information before 
they speak and misinform the 
people of Aruba. 

WEB reports that Khan re¬ 
marked about....”if you can 
make public your need for an 
increase of the tariffs, you 
must also make public with 
figures why you need to 
make such an increase; but 
WEB does not do this.” 
However, WEB declares that 
Khan never once approached 
them to get this information 
before making his declara¬ 


tion. 

WEB claims that their last 
tariff adjustment was sup¬ 
ported by their Supervisory 
Counsel. Their accounting 
advisors Price Waterhouse & 
Coopers also confirmed their 
intent, which confirmation 
was requested by Utilities 
Aruba NV and the Govern¬ 
ment. 

WEB is also unhappy 
about Khan’s expression... 
’’the company should not be 
so intent on generating a 
profit. That is WEB and 
Elmar’s problem; they are too 
focused on a large profit mar¬ 
gin.” 

WEB declares that this is 
not the case with them as a 
company. They showed how 
in 2010 their net margin was 
9.5 Million florins, about 2%, 
for 2009 it was 9.75 million 
florins at 3%. This, according 
to them shows that they have 
a minimum margin of profit. 

As another example, they 
lowered the tariffs in October 
2010 when they forecasted a 
higher margin of profit than 
their profit goal. They con¬ 
tend that they attempt to 
maintain a profit margin suf¬ 
ficient to remain financially 
sound in order to make new 
investments and to comply 
with their existing bank obli¬ 
gations. Their objective is 
never to generate large prof¬ 
its.

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - The 


United States condemned 
Wednesday's multiple bomb 
attacks in Mumbai, with Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
calling them "despicable" and 
vowing to visit India next 
week as planned. 

US President Barack 
Obama also issued a written 
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bai's abandoned opera house 

Fire brigade floodlights 
showed the full extent of the 
damage in a claustrophobic 
side street in the crowded 
working-class district and dia¬ 
mond trading hub. 

It was the same area tar¬ 
geted two and half years ago 
by suspected Pakistani mili¬ 
tants who caused mayhem and 


bloodshed during a 60-hour 
siege that left 166 people dead. 

No group claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the latest attacks, 
though suspicions initially fell 
on two Islamist groups that 
have targeted India in the past: 
the home-grown Indian Mu¬ 
jahideen and the Pakistan- 
based Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT). 

"More than 5,000 people 
pass through here every 
minute," said Jayesh Labdhi, a 
committee member of the 
Mumbai Diamond Merchants' 
Association near the wreckage 
of a white car. "At about 6.50 
(pm) there was a huge big 
blast. We didn't know what it 
was but after a couple of min¬ 
utes we saw so much smoke 
everywhere. There were so 
many people lying on the 
ground just crying out and 
wanting help," he told AFP. 

At least 21 people died 
and some 140 injured accord¬ 
ing to the local authorities in 
the deadliest attack since 
2008. 


UN body recommends 
South Sudan be newest 


member 
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NEW YORK (AFP)-The Se¬ 
curity Council on Wednesday 
recommended the admission 
of South Sudan as the newest 
member of the United Nations, 
a decision which goes to the 
UN General Assembly today. 

The move comes after 
South Sudan declared inde¬ 
pendence before tens of thou¬ 
sands of its citizens and 
numerous foreign leaders Sat¬ 
urday following nearly 50 
years of war with Sudan and 
millions of deaths. 

The international commu¬ 
nity, and in particular the U. S, 
China, Russia and the E.U, 
were quick to recognize the 
world's newest country, which 


despite its vast oil reserves is 
among the poorest in the 
world. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon re¬ 
called that the people of South 
Sudan had lived through a 21- 
year civil war. "The toll in 
lives lost and people displaced 
can be counted in the mil¬ 
lions," he said. 

"Now they have a country 
to call their own but in many 
ways the hard work has just 
begun." 

"The UN must be at the 
center and the leadership and 
direction of the Security Coun¬ 
cil will be crucial in the 
months and the years ahead."

CARACAS,(AFP) - Venezuela 
has finally succeeding in 
wresting back control of a no¬ 
torious prison, quelling a 
month-long uprising that was 
the bloodiest in the country's 
history, officials said Wednes¬ 
day. 

"Today, we are happy to re¬ 
port that we have put an end to 
the riot at the El Rodeo prison, 
where almost 1,000 inmates 
held us at bay for almost a 
month and where some 30 
prisoners died," said Interior 
Minister Tarek El Aissami. 

"Happily, we have resolved 
the crisis peacefully," he said, 
adding inmates at the facility 
were now "safe, sound and in 
custody." 

The government said that a 
group of heavily armed in¬ 
mates were responsible for the 
takeover, holding the other in¬ 
mates hostage and preventing 
them from turning themselves 
in since June 12. 


"The intervention phase is 
now over, and we will start re¬ 
construction of the peniten¬ 
tiary center," Aissami said. 

A total of 831 inmates were 
now under the control of 
guards, and were receiving the 
necessary medical treatment. 

Officials said the mutineers 
had been armed with guns and 
even grenades, explaining the 
difficulty in regaining control 
of the facility, lying some 40 
kilometers (24 miles) outside 
Caracas. 

Some 4,000 members of 
the national guard were de¬ 
ployed in the operation to take 
back the prison. 

As with much of the rest of 
Latin America, Venezuela suf¬ 
fers from a serious prison vio¬ 
lence and crowding problem. 
The El Rodeo prison was orig¬ 
inally designed to hold just 
750 inmates but was home to 
some 4,700 prisoners. 

The country's prisons, built 
to hold some 14,000 inmates, 
currently hold about 50,000, 
officials said. 

About 300 prisoners die 
every year from violent attacks 
or the bad conditions within 
prison walls, according to 
human rights groups, which 
have counted some 121 deaths 
in the first quarter of 2011. 

President Hugo Chavez on 
Wednesday praised prison au¬ 
thorities' success in finally re¬ 
taking the facility.

Brazil approves big food 


company merger 



SAO PAULO, Brazil (AFP) - 
Brazilian authorities Wednesday 
approved the merger of food 
companies Sadia and Perdigao 
to create a major global pro¬ 
ducer to be called Brasil Foods. 

The new company will 
have annual revenues of some 
23 billion reals ($13 billion), 
some 110,000 employees in 


Brazil and will be one of the 
biggest global poultry ex¬ 
porters. 

The agency said that the 
new firm will not be able to 
use the Perdigao brand for 
three to five years, and will be 
unable to create new brands, 
which could help competing 
firms. 


In new try, Cuban dissidents push 
for political opening 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - 
Leading dissidents in Cuba 
on Wednesday launched a re¬ 
form plan seeking a demo¬ 
cratic opening in the 
Americas' only one-party 
Communist-run state. 

More than 40 prominent 
members of a range of out¬ 
lawed small parties and 
movements signed and issued 
the document calling for new 
laws and a plebiscite as a 
transition to democracy after 
more than five decades of 
communism. 

They called upon their 
more than 11 million fellow 
Cubans to carry out a "gen¬ 
uine national dialogue and 
start the process of legal 


changes that exclude no one, 
so that Cubans can keep the 
positive things they have 
built, and change however 
they care to, the things they 
want to change." 

Dubbed the "People's 
Path," the document was 
signed by dissidents including 
Guillermo Farinas, Laura Pol¬ 
lan, Martha Beatriz Roque, 
Hector Maceda, Elizardo 
Sanchez and Oswaldo Paya. 

It calls for Cubans to be 
restored their freedom of 
movement inside and outside 
Cuba; and for freedoms of 
the press, association, and re¬ 
ligion to be guaranteed; and 
for all people to be eligible 
for elective office regardless 


of party affiliation. 

"The document was drawn 
up by all of us who have 
signed, and I think it is viable 
and a necessary message to 
the Cuban people," said Paya, 
who won the 2002 Sakharon 
rights prize for an earlier ini¬ 
tiative seeking democratic 
opening which he spear¬ 
headed. The government re¬ 
jected it. 

There was no immediate 
Cuban government reaction 
to Wednesday's announce¬ 
ment. Havana however de¬ 
nies that it has political 
prisoners, and routinely 
smears dissidents as "merce¬ 
naries" in the pay of the 
United States. 


NYT to repay Carlos Slim in August 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The New York Times Co. 
said Wednesday it would 
fully repay a $250-million 
loan from Mexican billion¬ 
aire Carlos Slim in August, 
faster than previously ex¬ 
pected. 

The newspaper company 
took out the loan, which car¬ 
ried a hefty 14 percent inter¬ 
est rate, in January 2009 after 
its advertising revenues took 
a nosedive amid the financial 
crisis. 

It was originally sche¬ 
duled to pay back Carlos 
Slim — the world's richest 
man, according to Forbes 


magazine — in January 2015. 
Instead the company will 
repay the loan on August 15, 
it said in a statement. Last 
year, it had indicated it would 
pay Slim back in 2012. 

"Over the past two years 
we have significantly 
strengthened the Times Com¬ 
pany's cash position and our 
considerable and focused ef¬ 
forts have allowed us to pre¬ 
pay the notes far ahead of 
schedule," chief executive 
Janet Robinson said in the 
statement. 

The early repayment of 
the loan would save the com¬ 
pany $39 million per year in 


annual interest payments, the 
company said. 

Slim, whose assets range 
from telecommunications to 
oil and art, has been at the top 
of the Forbes rich list for two 
years in a row. 

The holding controlled by 
him and his family, Grupo Fi- 
nanciero Inbursa, owns 6.9 
percent of class A shares of 
the The New York Times Co., 
making him one of the largest 
individual shareholders in the 
Times outside of the 
Sulzbergers, the wealthy US 
family that controls the news¬ 
paper company.

Nicolas will not be gaining in an economic sense of its establishment. An all inclusive hotel 
will entail among others that the development of satellite businesses and down town San Nico¬ 
las businesses will not come about as would otherwise be the case and thus that San Nicolas 
will not benefit from its establishment. It is of significant importantce for SNBA to attain clar¬ 
ity in this and your fullest assurance that you will take all necessary measures to ensure that this 
hotel project can not become one with an ‘all inclusive’ status and that San Nicolas will benefit 
optimally in general and in economic perspective in particular from such a development. 

Ad 2. Baby Beach 

The public in general and the San Nicolas people in particular have after many years attained 
access to their own little beach p’ariba di brug, known to us all as Baby Beach. There is a broad 
scope of worries that, in a direct or indirect manner, the hotel will lay claim to Baby Beach. We 
would highly appreciate your fullest support that this will not happen, now nor in the future, 
and that you will personally see to it that the necessary preventative measures will be included 
in the license of the hotel to guarantee that this is not an option. 

We are fully aware that San Nicolas has a very special place in your heart and we look forward 
to your reply to us and to the public in general that you will guarantee that these concerns can 
be laid to rest, once and for all.

Bar Code Feature of New 
Dutch Commem 


To honor the 100th anniversary 
of the Netherlands mint build¬ 
ing in Utrecht in 2011, the 
Dutch Ministry of Finance has 
issued a commemorative coin. 

A special feature of this 
coin is a two-dimensional 
“QR” bar code. This graphic 
image stores information both 
horizontally - as one-dimen¬ 
sional bar codes do - and ver¬ 
tically. QR bar codes are often 
used in conjunction with smart 
phones where the user photo¬ 
graphs the bar code with the 
camera on a phone equipped 
with a bar code reader. This 
function enables the user to see 
relevant websites on the 
phone. 

Such bar codes are now 
gaining increased use in trade 
and commerce, used for such 
things as airplane boarding 
passes and targeted advertis¬ 
ing. In this case, scanning the 
bar code on the coin directs the 
user to a website devoted to 
more information about the 
coin and the building it cele¬ 



brates. 

The coin was designed by 
mint engraver Juan Jose 
Sanches Castano, who con¬ 
trasts the old and the new in 
the design with the bar code 
positioned within a representa¬ 
tion of an old screw press that 
sits in the lobby of the mint. 
The obverse bears a traditional 
presentation of Queen Beatrix. 

The first strike was sche¬ 
duled for June 22 with deliver¬ 
ies beginning by the middle of 
July. The gold and silver ver¬ 
sions have mintages of 3,500 
and 12,500 coins, respectively.

In a 20-minute video posted 
on Youku — the Chinese 
YouTube equivalent — Liu 
Xinying demonstrates how to 
assemble an iPad look-a-like 
using computer parts, a touch 
screen and a case with a key¬ 
pad, to the sound of metal 
music. 

At the end of the video 
dubbed "DIY IPAD 3”, the IT 


whizz shows off the finished 
version — an apparently func¬ 
tional tablet computer that 
looks like a thick iPad but 
runs on Windows, an operat¬ 
ing system made by rival Mi¬ 
crosoft. 

When contacted by AFP, 
the 21-year-old from the east¬ 
ern province of Shandong 
said that since he posted the 
video online a month ago, he 
has knocked back requests 
from a dozen pepole wanting 
him to make them a DIY iPad. 

”It cost me 2,000 yuan 
($309) to make it, so I guess 
that's how much it's worth." 

By comparison, the cheap¬ 
est 16-gigabyte version of the 
iPad 2 sells for 3,688 yuan in 
China, while the most expen¬ 
sive 64-gigabyte model costs 
5,288 yuan. 

Last month, a court in the 
southern province of Guang¬ 
dong sentenced three people to 
prison for stealing the design 
to the iPad 2 and using it to 
make fake tablet computers. 


Whales 'at 
threat from 
Russia's oil 
boom' 

LONDON (AFP)-Sonic blasts 
used in oil exploration pose a 
mounting threat to whales, es¬ 
pecially a critically endangered 
species that feeds and breeds 
near Russia's Sakhalin Island, 
the global whaling forum has 
heard. 

Britain and the United 
States voiced fears that plans 
to build a third oil and gas plat¬ 
form near the Pacific island 
could affect a species called 
the Western gray whale, dele¬ 
gates at the International 
Whaling Commission (IWC) 
meeting said. 

Belgium said 12 countries 
had written to Moscow, urging 
it to pressure the Sakhalin En¬ 
ergy Investment Corporation 
to postpone an upcoming seis¬ 
mic survey.

China orders US oil 
giant to halt rigs 
after spill

BEJING (AFP)-China said 
Wednesday it had ordered US 
oil giant ConocoPhillips to im¬ 
mediately stop operations at 
several rigs in an area off the 
nation's eastern coast polluted 
by a huge slick. 

The 840-square-kilometre 
(336-square-mile) slick ema¬ 
nating from the oil field in 
Bohai Bay — which Cono¬ 
coPhillips operates with 
China's state-run oil giant 
CNOOC — has caused huge 
anger amid allegations of a 
cover-up. 

On Wednesday, the State 
Oceanic Administration (SOA) 
said operations would not be 
allowed to resume before the 
source of the spill was fully 
plugged and "risks elimi¬ 
nated", as fears over the long¬ 
term impact on the 


environment grow. 

CNOOC said last week the 
spill — which was detected on 
June 4 but only made public at 
the beginning of July — was 
"basically under control" while 
ConocoPhillips told reporters 
the leaks had been plugged. 

The official China Daily 
newspaper said last week that 
dead seaweed and rotting fish 
could be seen in waters around 
Nanhuangcheng Island near 
the site of the slick. 

CNOOC has been slammed 
by state media and green 
groups over the spill, and it 
emerged on Tuesday that the 
firm was cleaning up another 
slick after a breakdown at a rig 
off the northeast coast. 

In a separate incident, a 
CNOOC refinery in the south¬ 
ern province of Guangdong 
caught fire Monday but there 
were no casualties, the com¬ 
pany said, adding the cause of 
the blaze was still under inves¬ 
tigation. 

The refinery is located 
about 40 kilometres (25 miles) 
from the Daya Bay nuclear 
power plant, according to the 
official Xinhua news agency.

HIV dm OS boost Are romantic novels bad for Women? 

prevention hopes 
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An AIDS patient prepares her 
pill-box with antiretroviral 
medication at a clinic in Cape 
Town,South Africa. 

Heterosexuals who take daily 
AIDS drugs reduce the risk of 
being infected by the human 
immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) by nearly two-thirds, 
ground-breaking studies said 
on Wednesday. 

Campaigners hailed what 
they described as a powerful 
new weapon in the three- 
decade war against AIDS. 

Atrial called Partners PrEP, 
conducted by the University of 
Washington, followed 4,758 
"sero-discordant" heterosexual 
couples — in which one person 
had HIV and the other was un¬ 
infected — in Kenya and 
Uganda. 

The uninfected partner re¬ 
ceived either a dummy pill or 
a tablet containing either the 
HIV drug tenofovir or a com¬ 
bination of tenofovir and 
emtricitabine. 

In the group receiving 
tenofovir, there were 62 per¬ 
cent fewer infections com¬ 
pared with the placebo group. 

In the tenofovir/emtric- 
itabine group, there were 73 
percent fewer infections over 
counterparts taking the 
placebo. 

The results were so re¬ 
markable that safety monitors 
recommended the probe be 
stopped early, for to continue 
it would have been unethical. 

The second trial, con¬ 
ducted by the US Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC), followed 1,219 
uninfected men and women in 
Botswana who received either 
placebo or the 

tenofovir/emtricitabine combi¬ 
nation. 


Those who received the 
antiretroviral pill reduced the 
risk of HIV infection by 63 
percent compared with the 
placebo group. 

They are the first trials to 
show that so-called pre-expo¬ 
sure prophylaxis, or PrEP, can 
work among heterosexuals. 

In May, a big study con¬ 
ducted among sero-discordant 
heterosexual couples in Africa 
showed early use of drugs by 
the infected partner slashed the 
risk of transmitting HIV to the 
other partner by 96 percent. 

Put together, these trials 
add massively to the argument 
that the world’s AIDS pan¬ 
demic can be slowed by wider 
distribution of antiretrovirals, 
said activists. 

More than 33 million peo¬ 
ple are living with the AIDS 
virus, according to estimates 
for 2009 released last year by 
UNAIDS.

But, according to a debate 
launched last week by a med¬ 
ical journal in Britain, roman¬ 
tic novels are an invisible yet 


potent threat to 
women’s sexual 
and emotional 
health. 

A commen¬ 
tary blasts these 
formulaic books 
for failing to 
promote safe sex 
and encourage 
patience in 
achieving fe¬ 

male orgasm — 
and for defining the success of 
a relationship as the ability to 
crank out babies. 

"If readers start to believe 
the story that romantic fiction 
offers, then they store up trou¬ 
ble for themselves,” says 
British author and relationship 
counsellor Susan Quilliam. 

Quilliam, writing in the 
Journal of Family Planning 
and Reproductive Health 
Care, says that, according to a 
survey, only 11.5 percent of 
romantic novels mention con¬ 
dom use.

In rats, advances in combatting 
paralysis; study 



Neuroscientists reported on 
Wednesday they had made in¬ 
roads against spinal injury by 
restoring breathing in lab rats 
whose key cervical nerves had 
been severed. 

The technique has yet to 
be tested on humans, but if it 
works could ease one of the 
biggest problems for people 
with catastrophic damage to 
their spinal cord, they said. 

Damage above the fourth 
cervical vertebra in the neck 
invariably interrupts breath¬ 
ing. The patient has to be put 
on a ventilator, and this carries 
a recurrent danger of respira¬ 


tory infection. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, the rate and depth of 
breathing are controlled auto¬ 
matically by nerve cells in the 
brain stem. 

To do this, these neurons 
in turn control specialised 
motor cells located from the 
third to the sixth cervical ver¬ 
tebrae. 

These cells develop farther 
down into the so-called 
phrenic nerve, which causes 
the muscles of the diaphram to 
relax and contract and the 
lungs to fill and empty. 

A team led by Jerry Silver, 
a professor at Case Western 
Reserve University School of 
Medicine in Ohio, report on 
an experimental way of bridg¬ 
ing damage in the key cervical 
area. 

They injured rats' spinal 
cords at the second cervical 
level to paralyse one-half of 
the diaphragm, and grafted in 
a tiny section of peripheral 


nerve from the rodents' limbs, 
attaching it both before and 
after the damage site. 

The idea was to use the pe¬ 
ripheral nerve as a bridge on 
which the precursor cells for 
the phrenic nerve could grow. 

The technique had been 
tried before but was hampered 
by molecules which build up 
at the site of spinal cord in¬ 
juries and inhibit regrowth of 
nerves. 

To get around this, the re¬ 
searchers injected an enzyme 
called chondroitinase ABC at 
both ends of the graft to de¬ 
grade the inhibitors and open 
up avenues in the scar tissue 
through which the nerves 
could — hopefully — grow. 

After three months, tests 
showed that between 80 and 
100 percent of breathing func¬ 
tion had been restored, a per¬ 
formance that was maintained 
at the six-month mark. 

The study appears in the 
British journal Nature.

The typical bodice-ripper 
ends "with the heroine being 
rescued from danger by the 
hero, and then abandoning 
herself joyfully to a life of in¬ 
tercourse-driven orgasms and 
endless trouble-free pregnan¬ 
cies in order to cement their 
marital devotion." 

In fairness, says Quilliam, 
romantic fiction today has 
broadened its spectrum. 

Standard characters such 
as the brutal count and apple¬ 
cheeked maid have been sup¬ 
plemented by single mums, 
sensitive men, partners who 
each have to juggle daily jobs 
or cope with addictions, dis¬ 
abilities and even domestic vi¬ 
olence. 

Even so, these books fail 
miserably when it comes to 
sexual pleasure and dealing 
with the ups-and-downs of re¬ 
lationships, she says. 

According to figures cited 
by Quilliam, romance ac¬ 
counts for nearly half of all 
fiction bought, and some fans 
read up to 30 titles a month. 

For all its popularity, the 
genre has only been rarely ex¬ 
plored to see how influential it 
is on its readers, says Quil¬ 
liam, who suspects though that 
it could have massive clout. 
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Hugo Chavez: I may need chemotherapy

CARACAS, Venezuela 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez acknowledged for the 
first time yesterday he may 
need radiotherapy or chemo¬ 
therapy for cancer treatment 
that has rattled the OPEC 
member nation he has domi¬ 
nated for 12 years. 

The 56-year-old socialist 
leader’s most detailed com¬ 
ments to date on his condition 
raised the prospect of a lengthy 
health battle. Such a scenario 
could undermine Chavez’s 
ability to govern Venezuela 
and run for re-election in 2012. 

In a lengthy, dawn tele¬ 
phone chat with state TV, an 
unusually self-reflective 
Chavez said his operation last 
month in Cuba had removed a 
”baseball-size” tumor. 

The threat of malignant 
cells spreading remained ’’la¬ 
tent” and needed robust treat¬ 
ment, he added. 

"It will probably require 
known methods ... that could 
be radiotherapy or chemothe¬ 
rapy to hit hard, with the ca¬ 
valry, whatever latent possi¬ 
bility is there,” Chavez said. 

The president said he was 
undergoing organ-by-organ 
checks. 

”1 don't want, I mustn't give 
more details,” he said. 

Mystery and rumor have 
surrounded Chavez's precise 
condition since surgery in 
Cuba last month. 

Allies insist he is in a reco¬ 
very phase, but one source 
close to his medical team has 


said he faces long chemothe¬ 
rapy for colon cancer. 

Though he has reasserted 
political control with his return 
to Venezuela last week and 
wants to appear strong, the 
charismatic but authoritarian 
Chavez is notably paler and 
more meditative than usual, 
sometimes walking awk¬ 
wardly. 

Famous for hours-long 
speeches and a punishing work 
schedule, Chavez said he has 
to scale back his one-man, mi¬ 
cromanaging style. He has no 
obvious successor. 

Chavez's condition has up¬ 
ended politics in Venezuela. 

While his closest aides have 
united behind him in public, 
analysts say there is plenty of 
jostling going on among differ¬ 
ent factions of the ruling So¬ 
cialist Party in case Chavez 


deteriorates and needs a re¬ 
placement. 

Venezuela's opposition has 
sought to avoid any sense of 
triumphalism over the ill 
health of a man who has out¬ 
foxed — and often mistreated - 
- them for 12 years. But they 
sense a window of opportunity 
for the 2012 vote. 

His often fanatic supporters 
are praying for his recovery, 
while the many Venezuelans 
who hate him with equal pas¬ 
sion are quietly hoping he will 
leave the political stage soon. 

In a new report on Vene¬ 
zuela, Moody's investors ser¬ 
vice said Chavez would 
certainly run next year if he 
can. "But ongoing questions 
over his health could impact 
his chances of victory against 
a unified opposition candi¬ 
date,” it added. 


Dutch-American astronomer 
Tom Gehrels dies 



Tom Gehrels, an inter¬ 
nationally noted plane¬ 
tary scientist and 
astronomer at the Uni¬ 
versity of Arizona, as 
well as a hero of the 
Dutch Resistance dur¬ 
ing WWII, died Mon¬ 
day. He was 86. 

In a career that 
spanned more than half 
a century, Gehrels fos¬ 
tered new research on 
asteroids and comets, 
including those that 
pose a threat to Earth. 

Gehrels was among 
the first members of the 
fledgling Lunar and 
Planetary Laboratory 
when he joined the UA in 
1961. During a long and distin¬ 
guished career Gehrels pio¬ 
neered new research on 
asteroids and comets, espe¬ 
cially those that pose a colli¬ 
sion threat to Earth. He also 
developed and taught introduc¬ 
tory astronomy courses that 
were popular with non-science 
undergraduates. 

Anton M.J. Gehrels was 
born Feb. 21, 1925, in Haar- 
lemmermeer, the Netherlands. 
When Nazi Germany invaded 
the Netherlands in 1939, 
Gehrels joined the Dutch Re¬ 
sistance, fled to England and 
later was part of Britain's Spe¬ 
cial Operations Executive, 
which sabotaged and spied on 
the Germans. 

After graduating from Lei¬ 
den University in the Nether¬ 


lands in 1951 with a degree in 
physics and astronomy, 
Gehrels earned a doctorate in 
astronomy and astrophysics at 
the University of Chicago in 
1956. During the 1950s, 
Gehrels pioneered the first 
photometric system of aster¬ 
oids and discovered the oppo¬ 
sition effect in the brightness 
of asteroids. 

In 1980, Gehrels started the 
Spacewatch Project, which 
uses telescopes on Kitt Peak, 
near Tucson, to survey the sky 
for asteroids, including poten¬ 
tially dangerous ones. 

In April 2011, Gehrels was 
honored for his 50 years of 
service at the annual Univer¬ 
sity of Arizona Service Awards 
luncheon. 

Services for Gehrels have 
not yet been announced.

US debt default would trigger 
global 'crisis': Bernanke 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
central bank chief Ben 
Bernanke warned Wednesday 
that a US debt default would 
trigger a "major crisis" in the 
global economy, as the White 
House and its Republican foes 
groped for a budget deal. 

The Fed chief told lawmak¬ 
ers that failure to reach a deal 
by August 2 deadline could 
"throw the financial system 
into enormous disarray and 
have major impacts on the 
global economy" if Washing¬ 
ton halts debt payments. 

Bernanke told the House 
Financial Services Committee 
that the United States could 
keep making payments on 
debt principal and interest ab¬ 
sent an increase in the con- 
gressionally set debt ceiling — 
but at a crippling cost. 

The cash-strapped US gov¬ 
ernment would have to slash 
domestic spending by as much 
as 40 percent, which could 
bring fragile economic growth 
to a standstill at a time when 
unemployment stands at a his¬ 
torically high 9.2 percent.

ity Leader Mitch McConnell, 
who unveiled a surprise plan 
Tuesday that would effectively 
let Obama raise the debt ceil¬ 
ing with just Democratic sup¬ 
port and without cutting 
spending, renewed his call for 
a balanced budget amendment 
to the US Constitution. 

Republicans have em¬ 
braced fiscal discipline since 
Obama took office, after years 
in which they backed massive 
tax cuts and rejected paying 
for wars in Afghanistan and 
Iraq or a costly increase in a 
popular health care program. 

Leading Democrats and the 
White House greeted Mc¬ 
Connell's proposal carefully, 
but it was unclear whether the

Tennis star Federer launches 
school project in Malawi 



MZUZU (AFP)-Top tennis 
star Roger Federer this week 
launched a $3.3-million (2.4- 
million-euro) project that seeks 
to put 54,000 children in 
school in impoverished 
Malawi in the next 10 years. 

"As the father of two little 
girls, I observe every day how 
incredibly fast children leam if 
their environment is a stimulat¬ 
ing one," the 16-time Grand 
Slam winner said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"It is a great privilege for 
me and my foundation to help 
give children in Malawi the 
chance to reach their full po¬ 


tential," the Swiss star added. 

The programme, through 
the Roger Federer Foundation, 
will be implemented in collab¬ 
oration with development or¬ 
ganisation Action Aid Malawi 
and will aim to build 80 com¬ 
munity-based child care care 
centres in six of the country’s 
28 districts. 

The centres, aimed at 
three- to five-year-olds, will be 
equipped with classrooms, ed¬ 
ucation supplies and play areas 
and also provide a "nutritious 
meal to every child in atten¬ 
dance," said Martha Khonje, 
country director of Action Aid. 

"In a country where nearly 
half of all children under five 
are chronically malnourished 
and over three million children 
under eight are out of school, 
the initiative could not have 
come soon enough," Khonje 
told AFP. 

She said Federer's founda¬ 
tion had been "looking to work 
with organisations who spe¬ 
cialise in early child develop¬ 
ment, and we fitted into their 
requirement after submitting a 
concept paper." 

Khonje said every day her 
organisation "witnesses devas¬ 


tating impacts of children 
missing out on school, from 
low literacy rates to early preg¬ 
nancy." 

Malawi is one of Africa's 
poorest countries, with half its 
13 million people living below 
the poverty line. 

Founded in 2003, the 
Roger Federer Foundation 
supports education and sports 
projects that have enrolled al¬ 
most 20,000 children in 
Ethiopia, Malawi, South 
Africa, Tanzania, Zimbabwe 
and Switzerland, according to 
its website.

LONDON (AFP)-A British 
ticket holder has won a record 
£161 million (185 million 
euros) in the Euromillions lot¬ 
tery, lottery operator Camelot 
announced. 

The lucky UK player 
matched all five main num¬ 
bers and both Lucky Stars to 
take home the bumper prize in 
Tuesday night's draw. 

Two other UK-based lot¬ 
tery players won £1.7 million 
after matching five numbers 
and one Lucky Star. 

A spokesman for Britain's 
National Lottery said: "This is 
amazing news. We are ab¬ 
solutely delighted that a UK 
ticket holder has scooped the 
entire 185 million euro jack¬ 
pot. 


"In addition, two UK 
ticket-holders in the next prize 
level down won £1.7 million 
for matching five main num¬ 
bers and one Lucky Star. 

"We've got the champagne 
on ice and look forward to 
welcoming the ticket holders 
into the National Lottery mil¬ 
lionaires' club," added the 
spokesman.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Prosecutors vowed to pro¬ 
duce DNA evidence linking 
Roger Clemens to steroids, 
but a defense lawyer coun¬ 
tered the evidence was ’’man¬ 
ufactured” in opening 
argmuments Wednesday in 
the baseball star’s perjury 
trial. 

Clemens, a seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner as his 
league’s top pitcher, is 
charged with perjury, false 
statements and obstruction of 
Congress for telling a US 
House of Representatives 
committee under oath that he 
never used steroids or human 
growth hormone in his Major 
League Baseball career. 

Assistant US Attorney 
Steven Durham told jurors 
that cotton balls and needles 
that Clemens’ former trainer, 
Brian McNamee, says he 
used to inject the pitcher were 
found to have traces of both 
steroids and Clemens’ DNA. 

Clemens has insisted that 
the only things McNamee 
ever injected him with were 
the common local anesthetic 
lidocaine for his joints and vi¬ 
tamin B-12. 


His lawyer has said Mc¬ 
Namee ’’manufactured” the 
evidence in question. 

”He manufactured this 
stuff,” Clemens’ lawyer Rusty 
Hardin told jurors. ’’Roger 
Clemens' only crime was 
having the poor judgment to 
stay connected with Brian 
McNamee.” 

Hardin said the govern¬ 
ment was ’’horribly wrong” in 
pursuing a case against the 
player over his testimony be¬ 
fore Congress three years 
ago. 

Clemens, who turns 49 
next month, was named in the 
Mitchell Report in December 
2007 as one of 86 players 
who took performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs but he stead¬ 
fastly denied the allegations 
and pushed for a hearing be¬ 
fore Congress. 

Before US lawmakers, 
McNamee said he injected 
Clemens with steroids and 
human growth hormone in 
1998, 2000 and 2001. 

’’Everything Mr. Mc¬ 
Namee says we intend to cor¬ 
roborate with independent 
evidence,” Durham told ju¬ 
rors on Wednesday. 


Pistorius runs in 
Italy for Daegu 
qualifying time 



ROME (AFP) - South 
Africa's Oscar Pistorius, the 
famed "Blade Runner”, has 
said he has two more races in 
which to try and register the 
qualifying time for next 
month's world championships 
in Daegu, South Korea. 

The 24-year-old runner, 
who has a best time in the 
400m of 45.61 sec, intends 
to run two races in Italy - in 
Padua on Sunday and in 
Lignano on July 19, the 
deadline for qualification - 
hoping to record the 
45.25sec time that he needs 
to compete in South Korea. 

”1 was hoping to collect 
my ticket for Daegu last Fri¬ 
day in Paris,” he told 
Wednesday's Gazzetta dello 
sport. 

”1 will try again on the 
two occasions that remain 
open to me. 

"But if it doesn't happen, 
it won't be a big drama. My 
real objective is to make the 
Olympic Games.” 

Pistorius, who had both 
lower legs amputated when 
he was 11 months old, has 
captured four Paralympic 
gold medals but since 2008 
has been cleared to run in 
able-bodied races using his 
artiflcal legs: springy, light¬ 
weight, J-shaped limbs 
called "Cheetahs”.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Dutchman Mario Been has 
quit as Feyenoord coach 
after the players said they no 
longer had confidence in 
him, the Rotterdam-based 
club said Wednesday. 

"A majority of the squad, 
represented by captain Ron 
Vlaar, informed technical di¬ 
rector Martin van Geel that 
they no longer had confi¬ 
dence in carrying on with the 
coach,” the club said. 


FRANCE — British sprint 
king Mark Cavendish made 
amends for defeat by German 
rival Andre Greipel by notch¬ 
ing up his 18th career victory 
in the Tour de France in the 
race's 11th stage on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Frenchman Thomas

the 167.5km stage from 
Blaye-les-Mines to Lavaur, 
which ended in a group sprint 
after an early breakaway was 
caught 4km from the finish. 

Voeckler finished the 
stage with all the yellow jer¬ 
sey favourites to retain his 
lead of lmin 49sec on 
Spaniard Luis Leon Sanchez 
of Rabobank. 

The biggest yellow jersey 
contenders, Cadel Evans, 
Andy Schleck and Alberto 
Contador, sit in third, fifth 
and 16th places respectively 
at 2:26, 2:37 and 4:07 behind 
Voeckler. 

Despite a late burst of rain 


hindering the peloton's bid to 
catch a six-man breakaway 
that escaped inside the first 
10km, Cavendish's HTC- 
Highroad were determined 
not to let the stage win slip 
away. 

With Cavendish tipped for 
the win, they were given only 
scant help in the chase by 
rival sprinters' teams but in 
the end he was brought to the 
line in determined fashion by 
Australian lead-out man 
Mark Renshaw. 

After taking possession of 
the green jersey for the points 
competition from Belgian 
champion Philippe Gilbert, 
the 26-year-old from the Isle 
of Man was ecstatic. 

"It's incredible to have the 
green jersey, it’s the most 
beautiful jersey in the world,” 
said Cavendish, who also 
won stage five in Cap Frehel 
and stage seven in Chateau- 
roux.

turned the Chase Field boos 
into cheers Tuesday night. 

The 2011 All-Star Game 
MVP smacked a three-run 
homer to power the National 
League past the American 
League, 5-1, in the 82nd 
Midsummer Classic, provid¬ 
ing the Senior Circuit with 
home-field advantage in the 
World Series. 

"It's hard to beat great 
pitching and a three-run 
homer," NL manager Bruce 
Bochy said. 

The Brewers slugger had 
been booed during Monday's 
State Farm Home Run Derby 
for leaving the D-backs' 
Justin Upton off the NL 
Derby squad, and Fielder was 
greeted likewise by a sellout 
crowd of 47,994 on Tuesday 
right up until he connected on 
Rangers pitcher C. J. Wilson's 
cutter in the fourth inning. 

"He threw me a couple of 
cutters away, he threw me a 
two-seamer in and I fouled it 
off my foot and that kind of 
hurt," Fielder said of the at- 
bat. "And then I hit another

Chile win Pacifico 
clasico; Uruguay 
book Argentina 
clash 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Chile took neighbourly brag¬ 
ging rights on Tuesday at the 
Copa America, winning their 
Pacifico clasico with Peru 1- 
0 to top Group C while 
Uruguay edged Mexico 1-0 
to book a quarter-final with 
hosts Argentina. 

Four-time finalists Chile 
have been playing some of 
the best football at the cham¬ 
pionship and deservedly saw 
off two-time champions Peru 
- though it took an injury-time 
own goal from Peruvian de¬ 
fender Andre Carrillo to settle 
the encounter at Mendoza. 

Both sides went into the 
game with the pressure 
largely off as they had gar¬ 
nered four points from their 
opening two games to guar¬ 
antee further progress. 

A flare-up between Jean 
Beausejour of Chile and 
Peru’s Giancarlo Carmona 
proved a lowpoint, both men 
sent off on the hour by 
Brazilian referee Salvio Fa- 
gundes - to the fury of Peru 
coach Sergio Markarian, who 
contested the wisdom of Fa- 
gundes. 


’’This is the same one who 
deprived Colombia of a legit¬ 
imate win against Argentina,” 
insisted Markarian, referring 
to a penalty appeal denied the 
Colombians when their for¬ 
ward Radamel Falcao Garcia 
felt he had a claim for a foul 
in the box. 

Veteran Uruguayan striker 
Diego Forlan ran the show, for 
Uruguay, having a hand in the 
goal while winning a record- 
equalling 79th cap for his 
country to go level with former 
keeper Rodolfo Rodriguez. 

Saturday's quarter-final 
against the renascent, Lionel 
Messi-inspired Argentinians, 
will be eagerly anticipated as 
both the hosts and the 
Uruguayans have won a joint 
record 14 continental titles. 

The celeste also are the 
only team in 95 years of the 
tournament to deny Ar¬ 
gentina victory on the home 
front - Argentina have won 
six out of eight events they 
have hosted but came a crop¬ 
per to their near neighbours 
on the other two occasions, 
back in 1916 and 1987.

Japan, USA set for World 
Cup final showdown

FRANKFURT (AFP) - Japan 
and the United States set up a 
clash for the biggest prize in 
women's football after seeing 
off European hopefuls Swe¬ 
den and France by identical 
3-1 scorelines in Wednes¬ 
day's semi-finals at the World 
Cup. 

Asian hopefuls Japan em¬ 
phatically beat Sweden in 
Frankfurt while earlier the 
United States used their vast 
experience to get past France 
in Moenchengladbach. 

Despite their nickname 
Nadeshiko — a pink flower 
symbolising grace and beauty 
— the Japanese are proving no 
pushovers at Germany 2011 
having beaten the hosts and 
two-time defending champi¬ 
ons in the quarter-finals, and 
are now through to their first 
final. 

Striker Josefine Oqvist 
had opened for Sweden after 
ten minutes but striker Na- 
homi Kawasumi netted goals 
either side of half-time while 
Japan captain Homare Sawa 


capped another impressive 
display with her fourth goal 
in five games. 

Earlier goals from Lauren 
Cheney (9), Abby Wambach 
(79), and Alex Morgan (82) 
kept the Americans' bid for 
an unprecedented third title 
after 1991 and 1999 on track. 
Sonia Bompastor got a goal 
back for France after 55 min¬ 
utes. 

"They had the advantage 
of their history, it's their sixth 
semi-final in six editions of 
the World Cup,” said France 
captain Sandrine Sou- 
beyrand. 

"That made the difference. 
They were more efficient 
then us, we had a lot of 
chances. What we achieved 
will hit me later but now I'm 
just frustrated by the match. 
We need to move up another 
level.” 

"It was our experience that 
won it,” said US striker 
Wambach, whose side are 
through to their first final in 
12 years. 


"For about 50 minutes 
they (France) set the tone and 
had the advantage and I was 
really asking myself how we 
could score.” 

Despite the French having 
most shots at goal it was the 
United States who went into 
the locker room with the half¬ 
time advantage after Cheney 
picked up a Heather O'Reilly 
cross to tap effortlessly into 
goal after nine minutes. 

And for the second 
straight game Wambach 
scored a decisive header, this 
time after 79 minutes as she 
rose high to blast a Cheney 
comer past France goalie Be- 
rangere Sapowicz who was 
left helpless again three min¬ 
utes later by a goal from sub¬ 
stitute Morgan. 

World number one team 
the United States, who are 
also the reigning and three¬ 
time Olympic champions, 
meet fourth-ranked Japan in 
the final here next Sunday.
